Big GOrporaftons come and go In our country, but year in 
out, the employer affectionately known as ''Uncle Sam," is the 
largest employer. More than two million men and women 
ployed by the Federal Government in some 15,000 job 
literally from A to Z, from accountants to zoologists. 

It will interest our "JOURNAL** readers to know^ that contrary 
popular belief* only 10 percent of all Government employes 
Washington, D, C„ their headquarters. Ninety percent are 
from coast to coast in every state in the union and from Alaska to the 
Panama Canal Zone* 

Now our Uncle Sam is generally thought to be a pretty fair em- 
ployer* but Federal employes join unions for the same reasons that 
workers in private industry join them* They want to better their 
wages and working conditions. For an employe working alone, lost 
in a maze of two million other employes, this would be an insurmount- 
able task, but united with others in a strong group, nothing is Im- 
possible. 

Therefore in 1933, the American Federation of Labor chartered 
the American Federation of Government Employes, to represent 
that great majority of workers in Federal Service who were not en- 
rolled in any existing trade union. 

The role of AFGE is quite different from that played by most of 
our AFL unions. Since the conditions of Government employment 
are regulated by Congress, every improvement for the workers must 
be enacted by law. Thus legislative action replaces negotiations for 
members of this union, and this action on the part of their union has 
brought many gains and protections to the men and women who earn 
their livelihood working for Uncle Sam.

ICven as we iiave felt in emr own 
time, the fiiianciiil burden of hold 
itig conventions, to hold one yearly 
was too imteh lor tfm young union 
and so at the f 'levidaiid rmivention 
in 1S93, it was voted lo have eon- 
v('nfions only every two years. 


'the two yisirs Hiat ju’ceeded lire 
Ffuirtli roiivention, howcv(u\ near- 
ly proved disastrous for tlie 
struggling nnion. Hard tiiiies 
caused by the panic of ISfld In-okc 
up many of the locals, and life uf 
the organization trembi<'^d in the 
Imlanee, but again emirage and 
tenaeity of juirpose on tlie |mrt of 
the nnion leaderK brought tire 
BrolherlHK>d throng li the crisis. 

The Washington, ])A\ (’onven- 
lioti in ISflo, howeviu', larrc' the 
sears (rf that erisis. When it ofrened 
tliere wei-e only 11 delegates in 
attendance and el girt hical.s repre- 
sented by |>mxy, out of a total of 
4ff locals in gorrd standing. Tlius 
aflio’ four years of eoneerUsl etTort, 
this h'ourtfr (Convention was merely 
a rejieiifion of the mod*'st 

meeting — with one exception — it 
was tlnaneially iu a miu-h more 
deplorahle slate, llowevei> the 
serious fhianeial e<nidilion in wliieli 
the delegates found tludi* t>rganiza- 
tion, stimulated the placing of the 
Hi‘«)tlierhofal on a more stable 
financial foundation. With this 
imfretiis, tbo union made marked 
a<1vanees, and at the cud cd‘ the 
next two years when the hhfth 
(^mventioii was eon vebed in De- 
troit, in ISII7, the secretary could 
re|iort. foi^ the first time, a hal- 
aiicc iu the treasury. 

Two yeiu's later^ in IHPtI, the 
UmtherlKJod met in PiUslmrgh, 
Pennsylvania, and at tf»at eonveii- 
tion an outstanding event took 
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The Electrical Workers* 


Tin* naiiit* of our or^^aiiiza- 
tion \vm eliaiigred from Ntitionnl to 
Inlvnutliortdl Broth rrlsocKl of Elee- 
triral Workers, IjeeaiiHe at this 
early date tl\e Brot herlicKnl hatl 
ma<le such progress that l<>eals had 
Imvh estiililished in several eities tu 
i'anada. 

The year 1901 saw llie eonven- 
tioii retui'jiiii" to the eity of its 
fuumiing, St. Bcmis, and Ihc deltv 
gates fouhl he iiruiid of tlie sub- 
stantial jjrogresH that had been 
made. Tlie Eighth f 'on vent ion was 
held ill Salt Lake t*ity, t’tah bi 
and ihe notable ai^lion taken 
at that eonvention was, that a full- 
time salary was vetted to T liter na- 
1 iomil President Prank MeNulty, 
wlm was thus enabled ttJ devote 


his entire efforts to tlie affaii's of 
llie B rot her hoc hP fiartieidarly to 
pei'suade loral unions not to strike 
exeept as a last resort. Mannony 
and a great inerease in mend a* raid ji 
iinmediatcly inanifestc^d itsidf. In 
that year, 190:|. inendH^rship in- 
ereased by 9,922 new inemlMU’s, 
bringing the total to 1 2, SOT. 

In IhOo, the Ninth tkmventiou 
eall enme from tlie South and 
Louisvilltv Keutueky was host to 
the Brol licO'hood. At this meeting 
it was diseovereil that the mendwT- 
sldp had nearly diolbliHl siiiee the 
Salt I.ake Tity t'onvention and the 
tidal membership now stood at 
24,000. The Ijouisvllle ('onventimi 
is memorable for a mmib(T of im- 
[lortant ehanges that were made, 


partienhirly with re fore nee to the 
grand executive Ijoard and the es- 
lablishiiient of disti'iet eoiuieils. 
ami the decision that a i>eriod of 
fentr yeiirs slionld elapse before 
another eonvention was called, 
ronseijuently the Tenth Conven- 
tion of the LBJvW. was not con- 
vened in Chieago tmlil 1909. There 
wc*re stormy days ahead foi* the 
union throiigltonl the next few 
years and internal disagreements 
ft he [h*ed-^Iurpiiy st>lil) rose to 
retard the growtli and progress of 
the BrotherhofML 

The Eleventh f 'em vent ion was 
held in Rochester, New York, in 
1911 and the twelfth in Boston, 
Massaeluisetls in 191^1. These 
show'od the eonsecpienees of dis-

it la in 1929. This ^rianii Cmiven* 
lion was a triumphant one for fOir 
BroilierhtKMl. There were 451 ilele- 
j^ates ill attendama' and they repn^^ 
ST^Hled r»lit loeal unions in all the 
prineifial cities of Hie Cidted 
States and Canada. 

The eoiivenlioiis from that .year 
on are familiar to most of tlie im^rii- 
hers of our Brotlierhood. The tle- 
pressicm s(M iri, we lost meniherH* 
onr finam^es were low, and ho 
rt'fivremla w<*re passed year afttO" 
year to jinslpone snbHiMpieiit eon- 
vent ions since we eoiild not aflord 
to hold them. But in 1911, tlii> 
year of the Bolden duliilcM* of onr 
BroHierhooil, wo held a golden f‘on- 
vention in St. Lonis. and delegates 
tvpn»Kentiim some L0li5 loeat 
unions and a memliership 200,000 
strong* let limed to the eily of their 
union's founding for tlie greatest 
eonvention in its history. 

San Fraiieiseu in 1949, Athmtie 
City in I94N and iliamj in 1950, 
eaeh eon vent ion logger and strong- 
er than the om^ laTore, ronml out 
the roster, and bring us to Chieago 
and 1954.

It 
is almost imwedible how far we have come. Today 
the membership of the Atnerican F’ederation of La- 
bor has reached an nll-titm* tiigh, over 10 miniou, 
Wagi»s are tin* highest in hist(»ry and standanis of 
living are the best in the world* tliere is more 

to tlie picture than this snnny sidi\ There is an ad- 
minisf ration in power that is not on labor’s side to 
say the least. The inn*inj>loyment figure in some 
areas is a formidable otic ami it is high time that 
the working people of this i^oiintry simeik off the air 
of complacency with svhich n long period of goiui 
times has surronmlcd them. They must never for- 
get f«n* an instant that nierc is a law on the statute 
i looks ot mil' nation, the Taridlmlley act, which while 


it Inis been a thorn in I lie skie of labor for seven 
years, lias never yet shown its fill I vicious strength, 
blit Id the unemploymcnl situation lM*eomc acute, and 
it Will go off like a time bumK *lestroying all ibal 
organiztHl labor has fought so iiard tbrough the 
years to achieve. 

Let tiH then, tins Labor Day 1054, like the union- 
ists of anotlier day, hack in 1HH2, find new courage 
and strength and ambition in our day, and firmly 
resolve that what tlie labor pioneers bought for lus 
ill the blood and sweat and timrs of another day, we 
will preserve and Improve and strmigthcn. And 
how ilo we do tliis- In two ways — hy being good 
trade miiouists— preserving union ideals and tradi- 
tions, organiKijig the imorganized, fighting for what 
is oiir right and our ihie. but at the same time giving 
our employers their right ami their fine in returm 
And second, by bidng good citizens — by voting in 
every election and by knowing the Issues, and by 
putting legislators in the (Vingress of our rouutry 
wfio will be mindful of the ueecis of laboring people 
and udll strive to help tlieni and not hurl ihcin. 

This is the way* May we pledge ourselves this 
LnlKir Day 1!)54, to take this way and stay straiglit 
on the path—to more security and peace, not just 
for ourselves Init for cvetw tfitizen of our country. 


Congress lias Failed Us 

Heecnlly the Executive t'oinieil of tlie Ameriean 
Federation of lialmr. meeting in Xew York, cast n 
decisive vole of censure against the 8;trd Fongress 
bi‘eause it bad “failed the workers, failed the farm- 
ers, faibn! tbe nation’s eoiisiiiui*rs/’ When the legis- 
lative b(»dy of a nation fails tbe major portion of the 
eitizens of a nation, it is certainly most worthy of 
the severest kind of eritiidsm. The second session 
of Fongress has mmldh*d through seven long months, 
'riiere were crucial legislative matters to be settled 
iu the fields of foreign affairs, national defense, tlie 
nafiomd economy, bihor-tnanageTiient legislation, ffn» 
mirnimini wage. J>ocial 8ecnrify, Imnsing, taxation 
anil health. What did Fmigress do with them? 8ome 
it ignored. Some it took action on so inadequate as 
to be insignificant. 

Now tfiis is not a situation to be regarded witlt 
lolfuamce. As far as we of organized labor eau see 
it ami wt* liavc the good of all the American [icoffic 
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at, tn'arl* sm^li imidiMjuaL^y mi lln^ part of the iiieo

As a consequence (lovern- 
nrent ]i(U'Sonnel eiian^rcd constant- 
ly ami contimiity of administrative 
program.s and efficiency of opera- 
tions was impo.s,sil)le. With each 
suee("e<] trig a d m i ri istra t ion . the sy s- 
torn grew worse, .^feil bid large 
sums fnv tlie influence that would 
get them an appointment. 

There are many steps and in- 
terest if m sirle issues which wo 
would like to tell abemt iu the de- 
velopinent of the Civil Service Sys- 
tem as we know it 1e)day if space 
would jierrnit.

Tt was under President ^fillard 
Fillmore in that the first con- 

crete efforts at reform were hegon. 
An act was passed setting a salary 
scale for equalizing salaries in var- 
ious Oovernmenf depart Tuents and 
for paying them aeeording to their 
s('r vices, Tliis ad too, sd utJ ex- 
amining hoards to hold examina- 
tions. and while weak and ineffee- 
tuab was a step in the right ili- 
red ion. Thirty years were to pass, 
however, before a really efiVetive 
Uivil Serviee Law was to he en- 
acted. and it took tlie assassination 
of a President to bring it about. 

Four months after his inaugti ra- 
tion President James A. Garfield 
was slain as a result of the spoils 
sy.slem. TTe was shot by a job 
seeker who bad visited the White 
TTouse daily, pressing his elaims 
for a Job. When he didn 't get it, 
he laid in wait in a Wasliington 
1 ‘ailroad station and shot the Presi- 
dent. 

Tminediately after, Pri^sidcnt 
Chester A, Arthur pressed home to 
Congn^ss the absolute necessity of 
Civil f>en icp legislalinm On Jan- 
uary 16. 188J the Civil f>ervice .\ct 
was passed. Tl is to the cn*di1 of 
all suhsequent Democratie and Ke- 
pnhliean Presidents t haf they have 
supported the Civil F>erviee Act, 
That fae1 and the earnest etfnrl of 
tlie early (bvil Serviee Commis- 
sioners led to the success of the 
Act and tlie beginning of the merit 
s 3 ^stem as we know it today, which 
is meritorious in its own right.

Advances and doposits wore checked with the detailed accounts, but were 
not further confirmed. 

Furniture and equipment is stated at cost less proceeds of furniture and 
equipment sold and reserve for depreciation. 

No funds collected from contractors for the payment of pensions are in- 
cluded in this report, as such funds are controlled by trustees in accordance with 
the Employees* Benefit Agreement and are not includable in the accounts of the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers* 

Purchase of notes receivable secured by real estate included notes total- 
ing 1624,592*72 which were purchased under special agreement and were not endorsed 
to International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, the discounts thereon amounting 
to $15,933.31, The balance of such notes totaled $8,582.81 as at June 30, 1954. 

This report is prepared on a cash basis and does not reflect prepaid or 
accrued items. 

We examlnod the method of recording receipts and made test-checks of 
various transactions. All disbursements were checked to supporting vouchers and to 
canceled checks signed by the secretary and the treasurer.

This led hi in into 
beeo minis mm of the IB orKani^seis of 
radio station KMOX, the* ‘'V'oice of 
SL Louis.*' 

Rut Convey was a little fish in a 
hip: pond there, so he sedd his inter- 
ests in KMOX, and bought a hunk 
of hailing wire with knobs and the 
call letters KFVE, The station hart 


been owned by a former motion pic- 
tm*e leading man, Pomaine Fielding, 
Convey paid $r>(HJ for the station, 
which was located in a windowless 
building ir^ ii suburb of St. Louis, 
Hut it was the stm t of a great radio 
station and now u television station. 
Soon after actpiiring the station, 
Convey moved lire transmitter and 
antennae to the Hotel Chase, There 
w'ere three people on his statf— an 
engineer, a stenograjiher and an an- 
nounce!'. Convey doubled in brass as 
president, office hoy and chief an- 


nouncer — and so built u[> what was 
probably the largest follow’ing of any 
I'adio station In this locality. 

The call letters were changed to 
KWK on St. Patricks day in 1927, 
and Thonms Patrick Convey took the 
pi'ofe.ssiomil name of Thomas i^atrick, 
one still remembered in St. Louis. 
Shortly after, KWK became a Blue 
Netwoj'k outlet and boosted its [unver 
lo 1000 watt.s.

Opera ap]teared* II was tht*n that 
Thomas Patrick suid, “Some ilay, 
you’ll he able to me these performers 
right in your own home from here/' 
Television was a constant thought 
witli Thomas Patrick, and the sta- 
tion has notai't^.ed statements from 
several peisotm stating that in 1932 
they viesved and recog'nized OOdine 
television images over an exjieri- 
mental television apparatus set up in 
the studios of KWK. 

'rhnmas Patrick saw his radio 
dreams com|deit*d, but he died May 
18* 1934, tm> soon to see the reali^a- 
tion of his television dreams. 


Robert T, Convey suceeded Ids 
father and instigated F.M, radio nl 
KWK, and also applied for a tele- 
vision cbiinnel in conjunction with 
the *SF Louis filohc I*cmocruf, With 
this move, the station moved into its 
present mmlern three-story ofllce, 
studio and lower bui Idling. 

However, the 3'V freeze was cm. 
KWK did not get immediate action 
on its application. Hut in July of 
this year, after many months of prac- 
tice and testing on closed circuits, 
KWK-TV went on the air with its 
first opim circuit broadcast on Chan- 
nel 4.

^Members of Local Union No, <1, 
LB.E.W., take pride in the electrical 
work which has recently IwMm com- 
pleted in the City of San Francisco 
far the new Hamm's West Coasi 
Jlreweryt located at 1550 Bryant 
Street, the former site of the Hainicj' 
Brewery, 

For several years Hamm's searched 
the West Coast to iletermine the most 
strategic location for a coast brewery. 
San Francisco was select eti l>ecause: 

1 — the great market and growth 
potential of Noi'thcrn California; 

2^ — its cent ml local fan; 
f!— the maj nr factor of uni form ty 
imi'o water, ideal for brewing pur- 
poses. The San Francisco water 
coming from Heteh-Hetchy reservoir 
is known for its unusual purity. 
Among the outstanding features of 
the San Francisco brewery are the 
Rorsari fermenting cellars. Designed * 
in Switiserland, mstalletl under super- 
vision of Swiss craftsmen, the Horsari 
(Tellars are lined with a special ebon 
material that is neutral to the beer, 
this enables Hamm^s to control uni- 
fomi fermentation. 

Hamm's West Coast operation will 
employ lK»twtH*n 500 and 000 people, 
and the new' plant was erected at a 
cost of $10,000,000. It undoubtably 
is one of the most modern industrial 
plants in California and as modeinly- 
(Miuip]»ed as any lirewery in the woidd. 

The huge rehuilding job has been 
completeti, to its prestutt stage, in 
less than tO months. 

The basic structure pui chased 111 
mailt hs ago was strippe<l to its frame- 
work, completely ledcsigned, then re- 
built.

ef|UJil to nine Miaji^ai'as! Lowi‘r Yose- 
mite Full, immediately helmv, has a 
drop cjf 320 feet. The most celebrated 
tif all the heautiful falls in the valley 
is Briiialveil Fail with a drop of (120 
feet. The most spectacular fall, how- 
ev(M\ is not a waterfall at all, hut a 
fi ref all! Fuel! ni^?ht durinij: the sum- 
mer season on Glacier Point, 3,254 
fuel immodinlely above tlie rump site, 
a Inure jnlc of cedar hark Is li|?hted 
and, at nine o^clock. Is pushed from 
the point to fall in a tcreat cascade 
of bre to a barren rock led^-e iinO 
feet below. All other art ivi ties cease 
in the eampiiijr area on the valley 
fiooi' mid all watch breathlessly as 
the blazing embers fall to the ledg:e 
below and u soloist sines the Indian 
Lmv Call with its haunt injr melody 
so apfiroprinte to the occasion. 

But there is more to Yoacmite 
than just mountains and waterfalls 
for, in the extreme south of the 
park, is the famous Mariposa Grove 
of Kiant Sequoia trees containinf? the 
w'ell known tunnel tree, the Wawona, 
which has an openini' ihrouiih the 
tree eijjht feet wide and 2G feel long: 
Miiouirh which every motorist drives 
his car while beinir photoij rap lied! 

All of tile space allowed for this 
letter in the Journal could l>e de- 
voUhI to a description of Yoiwmile but 
other equally heautiful places deserve 
at tent ion. From San Francisco with 
its Seal Hock, cable curs, Golden 
(iute and Bay Bridj^es, wo drove 
northwanl ihrouKh the redwood 
forests to U rater Luke tn Oregon 
with its 200(1 feet depth. Deep snow 
preventefi camiung" thei e, so we con- 
tinued on to ML Hood and made the 
1 1 rive alonjf the Columbia River to 
Portland, Urej^un, where we arrived 
in Time for the annual Hcjse Festival 
with its pa mi te of rose-cove i e<l Hoats. 
The honoiary marshall for the pa- 
rade was Itoy Rogers with his famous 
hnrsG Trigger — both idols of the 


iiverngi^ American h^y^ Thtui on to 
Mt. Ranier and the city of Seattle^ — 
the metropolis of the northwest. 

The Smith Tower (1.. C. Smith of 
,Syracuse> made me feel quite at 
home! F’rom eat tie we went east- 
ward to the Grand Coules Dam, 
through Spokane to the Glacier Na- 
tional Park in Montana with its more 
than a million acres of the finest 
mountain scenery in .America. Among 
its higher pi’sks are more tlmn 50 
glaciers, numlw'red among the few in 
the Ignited States that are easily nc- 
cessuble. One of the ouslandlng 
scenic roadways of the world Is the 
spectacular **Going-to-lhe-Sun’* high' 
way that connects the wvst and east 
siih " of the park, crossing I lie Con- 
tinental Divide through Logan Pass 
at an elevaiion of rt,GiM fi'el. The 
road had been ciosei.1 by one of the 
heaviest blizzards of the year two 
days Iwfore my arrival and the last 
half mile to the pass wm behind a 
rotary snoivplov\" through a otmt way 
Ian** walled in by feet nf snow-! 
] sure was glad to reach the top and 
start downward to warmer levels and 
country fr<^' from snow. Fortunately, 
Syracuse winter weather driving had 
pnqmred me for the ordeal! 

From Glacier Xatioiial Park we 
beaded north through Calgary in 
the Canadian Provinces of Alberta, 
to Bun IT National Park. For near I y 


200 mile.4 the road paialiels the 
Canadian Rockies whose snow -cove red 
peaks fu’csented a picture I liuve 
never seen tMpialled in any part of 
the \vorld! The crowning jeivel of 
all this hi'dliant display of beauty is 
Lake Louise whose sparkling surface, 
no more than a mile sipiarc*, is a blue- 
green jewel in an exquisite setting of 
towering whitu-cappetl mountains. At 
its eastern end, Mt. Victoria rises to 
a heigh* of nearly 12,000 feet. t)n its 
western slope is tlie most prominent 
glacier in this region — Victoria Gla- 
cier, whose ice-covered surfaci^ .sui ves 
as a gigantic backdrop for the jewel- 
like lake whose watei's are formeil 
from thi-^ melting snow and ice high 
above It, Ridu riling to Calgary for 
the weekend, we ivere fortunate in 
having our reliirn coincide with the 
first of (he scasoiPs rodeos in this 
area, that of the Black tManmiul 
Siampeile, which we attcTuled near 
the small toum of Black Diamond 
alMiut 40 mill's south of Culgary. 
Many Unu^s during my long trip have 
i l^een thrilled with llie glory that is 
A me l ieu ! 

Yellowstone, with its tleounittli a- 
tioiKS of unseen fsiwer beneath the 
surface of the earth and exhibition 
of lofty siio%v-clad peaks above, is 
too vast to be appreciated in one 
visit 1ml must he seen mo it* than 
once ill mtier to compreliend its vast- 
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iu*i§s. With ils urt»o of 3,472 muiiro 
It is thi^ lari^est national park 
and, by reason of its having- been 
tU'elaiod a rmtional park in 1872, is 
th«* oldest. Old Faithful Geyser, its 
oldest workinfr member, has spread 
its fame throughout tlie world and 
is the most photoirra plied scenic fea- 
ture in the park. From Yellowstone 
through the Grand Tetons tarid Jack- 
son Hoh% to Salt Lake City, the high- 
way is through the piiride sage coun- 
try of Montana where towns and gUR 
stations are rarities and cowboys still 
ride horses ! 

Tabernacle Square in Salt Lake 
City is a silent and most impressive 
monument to a people who raced the 
Trackless expanse of more than a 
thousand miles in pursuit of their 
destiny and with a faith in their 
leailers that overcame the suffering 
ami privations that aceomjianied Iheir 
<iuest of a land wherc^ they might 
be free to worship as they htdieved. 
Wilhin the square are the several 
Imihlings that have made this place 
so well known to the people of Amer- 
ica who have listened to the organ 
i-ecitals that originate on the great 
organ in the fame<i Tabeniacle, *'at 
the cTussrnads of America/' Bathing 
ui the water of the Great ^alt Lake 
is an experience that is possildc in 
no other place in Amenea, for the 
water is so heavy with salt (24 pei’- 
eent) that it is impossible to sink in 
it and one has the sensation of lying 
on a soft mattress while floating on 
its surface! From ?^alt Lake City 
to I leaver the highway crosses the 
mountains and, at two places, reaches 


an elevation of lOJMJti fi^t. (>ne — 
Babbit Kars, is longer in its approach 
hut Bertboud is stiwper and ivitb a 
trailer behind me seemed iinsunumini- 
aide for a few minutes, but we mach* 
it without too much ilifnculiy; iKuiver, 
the '*Mile High City'* is no longer the 
'Yowl own” of a few years ago but 
uow lirags of more than btiOJKlfJ ]g>p- 
ulation in its metro]>o]itan amt. 
Nearby Pike’s Peak vvith its altitude 
of 14,110 feel gives one the oppor- 
tunity to ‘‘climb the highest monn- 
tiiin” for an excellent highway 
reaches from the base to the summit 
ami presents no unusual difliculty to 
the motorist unless he has a fear of 
high (ilaces and hairpin tvinis. Fi'om 
henver the highway stretches east- 
ward through a region made famous 
by those whose covered wagons fol- 
lowed the trail to Oregon ami Cali- 
formnia or, a few years later, to the 
golrl fields surrounding what Is now 
Iienver with the roughly 1etti*ml 
slogan on their wagon tops of “Pike's 
Peak or Bust!”

B rothers and Sisters^ there is always a reason 
behind every piece of reading niatter that Is issued 
by your International Office* In this booklet I am going 
to recount for you as completely as I know how — our 
Pension Story, Why? Because it is out Pension Story — 
yours and mine— and that of everybody who belongs to 
our Brotherhood, Because it is ours, and because it is 
good and fine and means so much to the old-timers who 
built our Brotherhood and will mean so much to us 
when we arc old-timers, then we should know all there 
is to know about it, 

At all the Progress Meetings, I have met with the 
delegates and I have told them the '’Pension Story” and 
Tve used charts, and many of you have seen me point- 
ing out facts on them in photographs in our Journal* 
But all our people can't attend the Progress Meetings, 
and many of our delegates have said, *"We wish there 
was a pamphlet we could take back home that would 
give the facts you’ve given here.” Well, friends, this is 
such a pamphlet. In it I have written down for you the 
things 1 tell our members at the Progress Meetings, and 
the charts I use arc reproduced here. 



History of Our Fund 

First for a little history our Pension Fund — how it 
developed through the years. 

Well, to begin with, from its very beginning the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers has 


held lirmly to the belief that brotherhood and benefits 
go hand in hand, I'roni its founding in 1891, the IBEW 
brought substantial benefits to Its members in bettering 
wages and hours and improving the dangerous condi- 
tions which snuffed out so many lives in the early days. 
Bargaining power of unions became a factor which 
employers could nut ignore. Therefore some nonunion 
companies tried to combat the advantages of unionism 
by setting up company pensions. 



So, in 1925 at our Seattle Convention, the IBEW, 
long knowing the need for pensions, proposed its own 
pension plan, a plan that would cover a worker so long 
as he was a member of our organi 7 .ation. regardless of 
where he woikcd or Iiuw often he changed companies. 

This plan was adopted at our Detroit Convention in 
August of 1927* The pension— S40 a month for mem- 
bers who were 65 years old and who had 20 years’ 
continuous standing — became effective January I, 1928, 
How^ever, in those days our Executive Council met only 
every six months, so the first members went on pension 
in March of that year. 

Early Financing 

Tile aniuyiit paid into the Pension Fund by our 
members at that time was 37 cents a month. The plan 
worked salisfuciorily fur a time but as years w'enl on 
and more and more members were added to the pension 



rolls, il was soon evident ilia I 37 cents was insudicicnl 
to pay for a S40 monthly pension. Assessments had to 
be levied, A special assessment of 70 cents was levied 
and allocated to the Pension Fund for the first six 
months of 1944, and in July 1944 this assessment was 
reduced to 20 cents. At the San Francisco Convention 
in 1946. this 20-ccm assessment was made a permanent 
part of the apportionment of dues to the Pension Bendlt 
Fund, In addition, 3 cents of the amoiinl apportioned 
to the General Fund was given over to the Pension 
Fund, making a total of 60 cents monthly. At that 
1946 Convention also, another important change was 
effected with regard to the Pension Plan. The benefit 
was raised from $40 to $50 a month, effective Janu- 
ary I, 1947. 



Now the intemaiional Officers and the members real- 
ized that 60 cents a month fell far short of die amount 
needed to put our plan on a sound basis, but in that 
same year we entered into an agrccnicnt with the 
National Electrical Contractors* Association which en- 
abled us to carry on without further increase in pay- 
ments at that time. 

Now that agreement with our Conlractors makes up 
an important part of the subject matter of this booklet, 
for it is one of the finest examples of good employer- 
employe relationships, and Is an outstanding tribute to 
the cooperation of responsible employers and union 
members. 

NEC A and IBEVV Sit«n AjtreenieDt 

The agreement, emilled ’VEniployes* Benefit Agree- 
ment.” between the Contractors and the Brotherhood 
w'us signed October I, 1946, and was ratified by both 
the IBl’AV and the NECA Conventions, However, it was 
nut put into effect until 1947, It had to be approved by 
the Treasury' Department, which approval was given 


March 5, 1947, and became effective 60 days later, 
i>n May 5, 1947. 

The way in which this agreement operates is familiar 
to many of our members, but this is imended to he a 
full account of the "Pension Story,” so in order that all 
may know^ here is how the agreement works. Every' 
cuniraclor employing IBEW members is rcc|uircd to pay 
into a fund, called the National Electrical Benefit Fund, 
through a designated Local Board, an amount equal 
to i per cent of his gross labor payroll. Tliesc Local 
Boards forward their collections to the National Board 
monthly. Then when the agreement was set up, every' 
three months the National Board sent from their fund 
so collected, a check to our Pension Benefit Fund which 
matched the amount paid into that fund by our IBEW 
inembers. Our Pension Fund began to build up imme- 
diately. However, in that same year 1947, that law 
which has been such a thorn in the side of labor, Tafl- 
Hartley, was passed, and one of its provisions prohibited 
the co-mingling of the funds of an employer and a union. 
1 liercfore adjustments in our procedure had to be intro- 
duced. A separate fund, the Pension Benefit Trust 
Fund, was set up with Mr. Paul Geary of the NECA 
and myself as Trustees. Of course now that Brother Joe 
Keenan is International Secretary, he will represent the 
IBEW as Trustee, As st>on as all legal matters had been 
cleared, the Contractors began paying their I per cent 
collections into this fund. Today, all pensions, and we 



have 5,589 members receiving pensions as this is being 
written in June 1954, are being paid out of this fund. 
Thus at the present time all pensions are being met by 
our employers and our own Pension Fund remains 
intact, earning interest and growing, against that day 
when our rapidly increasing pension rolls will force us 
to use both funds to meet the demand.

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Revisions Since 1947 

Now let us review for a rnorncm revisions which have 
taken place with regard lo our Pension Plan since 1947 
and lake a look at where the funds stand today. 

By mandate of the 1950 Convention in Miami, an 
actuarial study of our Pension Plan was made and the 
report which the actuaries submitted to our Executive 
Council, showed that the sum of S4.52 per month per 
member was required to pul our Pension Plan on an 
actuariully sound pay-as-you-go basis, 

(Actually, so that our members may know the whole 
Storys $6 is the amount needed to he completely safe. 
The S4,52 is based on past experience which proves that 
only two-thirds of our eligible pensioners retire at age 
65. If a financial upset should conic and all eligible 
members applied for pension, the picture would change 
considerably.) 



Immediately after we received the actuaries’ report, 
a referendum proposal, to increase the payments of our 
members to the Pension Bencfi! Fund by S I a month 
(for a four-year period), was issued, Overwiiclming 
adoption of the referendum proposal by our membership 
gave us SL60 from our members, matched by $1,60 
from the Contractors — a total of $3.20 a month, allo- 
cated to the Pension Benefit Fund, 

A second referendum passed by our membership, 
efTeclivc May 1, 1952, elianged our Pension Plan to 
provide that all members joining or transferring after 
that date would come under the following regulations: 
a member with 20 years* standing at 65 years of age 
will receive $30 a month; 25 years' standing, $40 a 
month; 30 years’ standing, $50 a month. 

This proposal was introduced for two reasons. To 
make our plan more sound aciuarially and to discourage 
numerous members of our Brotherhood from 

w'ailing until they were 45 years of age to transfer to "'A'* 
memhershipj and become eligible for full pension at 65. 


By this provision, our actuaries estimated, that a sav- 
ings of 70 cents per month per member, effective 20 
years from now, had been brought about. 

Where l>o We Stand Today? 

Now, then, where do we stand? We have S3. 20 plus 
70 cents which equals S3.90. This still leaves a deficit 
of 62 cents per month per member which must be pul 
into the fund to keep U actuarially sound. 

We are meeting a gnodly portion of that 62 cents 
every month and it isn't costing our members or our 
employers a penny. How? By careful investment of our 
funds, we arc earning more than 4 per cent interest. Wc 
will give you an analysis of our funds so invested and 
how they are invested in a nmmeni. 

Our Silver Jubilee Plan 

But first wc want to tell you how our local unions 
have stepped into the picture and materially helped us 
to strengthen and protect our Pension funds. It is 
through our Silver Jubilee Plan, inaugurated lo celebrate 
twenty-five years of successful operation of our Pension 
Plan. By our Silver Jubilee Plan, our local unions loan 
money to our Pension Fund. Here's how it works. Wc 
will use Local Uiijuii Nu. HO of Norfolk, Va,, as an 
example, for this was the first local to come forward to 
help us with our plan. This local sold $50,000 worth 
of its Oovernment Bonds and loaned the money lo our 
Pension Benefit Fund. The Pension Benefit Fund is 
paying the local union 2 per cent on its money and has 
given the members an unqualified note payable on 
demand. The difference between what wc pay Local 
Union HU in interest and the amount of interest earned, 
is pul into our Pension Fund. 

Our members may like to know how our note reads:

promises to pay to Local Union . . , IBEW, on 

demand, the sum of $ with interest at 2

The IBEW Pension Benefit Fund can pay not 
less than 25 per cent of this money within five days 
of demand, an additional 25 per cent of this amount 
in nut less than 30 days, and the balance of 50 per 
cent in not less than 60 days. 

Under ordinary circumstances a local iimon desiring 
return of its money could have it returned in five days. 
The protection of the 30 and 60 days staled in the note, 
is inserted just in case all unions want their money at 
the same time. To prevent having to sell some of our 
securities at a possible loss, within the 30 to 60 days we 
could arrange to dispose of securities in such a way as 
to prevent any loss. 



To dale, in all Ciises when any group which has loaned 
us money has desired its return, it was paid on the same 
day the request was received* 

Many Locals Help 

There are many of our locals who could give this help 
to our Pension Fund, Many could loan much — all 
could loan a little. It would cost them nothing, since 
their surplus funds are seldom earning more than 2 per 
cent, rhe funds arc completely protected and the local 
union has full and complete control of the money. 

Many of our locals and many individuals have come 
forward in support of our Silver Jubilee Plan. Some 
locals have loaned as little as SIO, Some have loaned 
its much as $300,000. Participation has been excellent. 
However, our goal is to have every local participate and 
as many individuals as possible. When we started our 
Silver Jubilee Plan, we estimated that the sum of 
$10,000,000 was available for loan in our local unions. 
We prorated the portion of thi.s sum we fell we could 
expect from each districL according to the number of 
“A” members in the district. To date we have received 



more than four rntllion dollars of our expected goal The 
chans reproduced for you here will show you just what 
progress is being made — district by district. When wc 
reach our goal of $10,000,000, and your officers arc 
confident we will reach it, this will net our locals 
$200,000 in interest and $200,000 plus, for the Pension 
Fund. 

Wc have prepared in our Archives Collection at the 
International Office, several beautiful scrolls which 
mark the Silver Jubilee of our Pension Plan — 25 years 
of successfully aiding the old-timers in our ranks. On 
those scrolls arc inscribed all the local unions which have 
come forward and answered our appeal — not for gifts, 
but for secured loans on which they will earn interest. 
We have done this so that in all the years to come, 
these symbols of foresigh ledness and generosity will 
bear witness that there were ihose who came Forward 
and tcx>k up their share of the responsibility for keeping 
faith with our old-timers, and every member of the 
Brotherhood who will one day be an old-timer — by 
helping to strengthen and preserve our Pension Plan. 
A photo of the first scroll to be inscribed in our office, 
showing the first 120 loans to our Pension Fund, is 
reproduced for you here on the last page of this article. 

It should be mentioned here too, that wc have small 



fHK'kct tribute cards to disuibute to all individuals who 
make personal loans to the Pension Fund, which we 
hope our members will carry and exhibit with pride. 
Now to give you a brief summary concerning the 
amount of money in our Pension Funds and a cursory 
report on our investment procedure. 



Investment Procedure 

The first full-page chart reproduced for you here in 
this booklet will show you the phenomenal growth of 
our funds in the past seven years. In 1946, the amount 
in pur own Pension Benefit Fund {the only fund then) 
was $I,886»nOO. In our combined funds, contractors 
and ours, at the end of May 1954, we had $32,349,000, 
Actually, in our own Pension Benefit Fund, as this 
report was being written, we had $24,500,000. We have 
more than 48 million dollars working, earning interest 
for us, however. You will want to know how this is 
possible. Here Is a breakdown:

Our fnembers are interested, 1 am sure, in the way 
we invest our funds- — your funds — so as to cam the 
most interest but still keep our money absolutely safe. 
Our investments are varied, .A certain sum of money 
is invested in Govemmem Bonds, This enables us to 
have investments available that may be liquidated 
quickly if we need ready cash for any purpose. Some 


of our money is invested in Grade A Industrial Bonds, 
Preferred and Common Stocks (we only purchase com- 
mon stock if it has paid dividends continuously for 25 
years K Real Estate Mortgages, FHA Loans, VA Loans, 
Conventional Mortgages and Ground Loans, 

You will note above that we arc ciuming money for 
the Pension Fund on the funds collected by the Con- 
tractors, as well as our own. rhere were hundreds of 
thousands of dollars lying dormant which we fell should 
be earning interest. We asked that we be allowed to 
invest those funds and the NECA agreed. The Con- 
tractors have been most cooperative in every way. 

Must Correct Inequity 

And this brings us to another very important chart 
in our scries, No. 3, entitled '‘Something You Should 
Know About the Pension Fund/’ This chart shows that 
w'e have approximately 300,(MK) “A” members. Only 
I23,(H)U of these arc employed by Contractors. The 
others arc in utiltties. railroad, radio and TV, Govern- 
ment work, manufacturing — every branch of our juris- 
diction, as well as those employed on the International 
staff or as full-time paid officers of local unions. But 
the Contractors are matching the amount of money (the 
Si. 60 per month) being paid by all 300,000 members, 
riicy are carrying the freight for employers of 177,000 
of our members who have no claim on the Contractors 
as employers. 

There is nothing fair or just in this and sooner or 
later a change is going to have to be made and the 
stxmcr the better, or our employers in the contracting 
field who have been so cooperative in every way on our 
Pension Plan, are going to refuse to continue their 1 per 
cent agreemcm. This, of course, would be disastrous, 
as wc cannot carry the burden alone. 
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How Are Our Locals Doing 
on the Silver Jubilee Plan?

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VVe iire clii:cktng all ihc piHsibilUies now and ihere 
will be much discussion of this problem at our Conven- 
lion. The solution is, of course, to get the employers of 
the 177,000 to pay into the Fund just as the Contraciors 
arc doing. Little by liUlc, if all our people will work 
together, we believe this can be done. Where it cannot 
be done, it is quite conceivable that our members 
whose employers do mu pay into the fund shall have to 
meet the dclicit themselves. 

We want all our mcnibers to think about this problem 
and help us to solve it. 

Pension Rolls Mount 

You will see lluii we have a real problem. While our 
funds have grown phenomenally, so have our Pension 
rolls. Take a look at Chart No, 2. W^c have 5,589 mem- 
bers on pension today. In 1966 we will have 22.503 
on pension, and in 1980, 40,000. At S50. that is two 
million dollars monthly! 

However, if wc all assume our share of the responsi- 
bility and if wc plan now, we will be able to fnecl all 
problems when the time comes. 


W’e have a marv'clous Pcjisimi Plan. We gel letters 
from members every day idling us what a great help 
that $50 ninmhly in. added to stKial security or other 
reliremenl bentTils. lake a look at the cost to us— 
$1.60 a month. The same pension, if secured from an 
iitsu ranee company, would cost from a minimum of 
$7,69 at an early age, up to $54,46 monthly for a man 
in his fifties.

Take a look at ihe chart accompanying this article 
and sec just how much a $50 a month pension would 
cost you, if paid fur through outside insurance. And 
speaking of letters received froni pensioners as wc did 
just now, maybe you would like to take a look at a 
few excerpts from some iif them.

for my own medicines and things I need and do not

From Seattle, Washington: *‘The IBEW Pension 
enabled my wife and me to keep our home instead of 
moving in with our children. That $5t) made the differ- 
ence between dependence and independence to us.”

Those are just a few samples. I thought they would 


warm the cockles of your heart as they have surely 
warmed mine. 

There is another point we should like to call to the 
attention of all our members. An encouraging report 
was issued last month by the Public Health Service. The 
average length of the life span in the United States has 
reached a record high of 68 Vi years, a gain of nearly 
four years in the past decade. This means that the 
average child born today, taking into consideration 
disease and wars and accidents, should live to be 
Of course men and women who have already survived to 
an advanced age have the prospect of a much longer life 
span. Thus a man retiring at 65 today can expect to 
draw^ pension for 10, 15, 20 or more years. 

With that in mind then, it bchtioves us all to do 
everything in our power to strengthen and stabilize our 
Pension Plan. And wc can do it. We can do it by work- 
ing toward getting all employers in on the I per cent 
plan, (If all employers of our members were pay- 
ing the 1 per cent, wc would have no monthly deficit as 
calculated by our actuaries, ] Wc can do it by cooperat- 
ing in the Silver Jubilee Plan, Working together, 
earnestly, it can be done. Not only can wc make our 
Pension Plan safe as the famed Rock of Gibraltar, but 
w^e can look forward to increasing our hcndils to $60 
or $70 a month.

Un* 
like health and welfare, the (jovei-n- 
ment must have its share of taxes 
on vacation pay because it is the 
same as a raise per week. 

And now, here is how the vacation 
plan will hi' handled t During the 
vacation year which will prohahly 
mean from February 1st, UI55, to 
December Jilat, llfiVri, and annually 
thereafter, at least U5 days prior to 
your selected date for vacation you 
are i^iuired to pi*ocure a card from 
the local union. This card will state 
that you will not be available for 
work from date to *‘X" date. 

The memlwr signs the caiti, the em- 
ployer signs indicating a mutual 
agreement as to the dates. The mem- 
tier can either mail or lake the card 
directly to the deBignat<Nl bank and 
win receive his vacatbn pay. Thus 
the memlier must take a vacation 
each year or forfeit the accumula- 
tion. 

The nice feature Is that if you 
work in either Grand Rapids or 
Lansing your vacation pay is as- 
suj'ed ami it is hopeil that the other 
four jurisdiclions in with us in our 
health and welfare plan will fall in 
line with us cm the vacation plan 
also. 


Normally, mi mon^ than 2d percent 
of the t^crsoimel of any one shop may 
be away at one time. Members ami 
coiitmctors will cooperate .o avoid 
crippling any job, etc. 

There will be %'ery little adminis- 
trative exjiense connected with the 
()lun. The bank will handle the book- 
keeping involved from conti ihutions 
coming for any individual w-orking 
for more than one employer, etc. 

Local 107 membera have repuestcfl 
a vacation plan consistently for about 
10 years at all negotiations and the 
bookkeeping has always Iwea given 
as the main obstacle. On the night 
of June 12th, the Ladies Auxiliary 
of L, U. 107 had its annual dimiev 
night. This was an occasion that no 
member should have misscil. The 
ladies really outdid themselves and 
as usual the food was cxecellent, I 
was successful in getting a picture 
of the president of the auxiliary, and 
incidentally of the State Federation 
of Women.s* Auxiliaries, Mrs. Wil- 
liam Rick ling as she addressi^d the 
aasembly. It is high time that the 
membei'S of L. U. 107 got liehind the 
auxiliary by persuading their wives 
to join arnl participate in its activi- 
ties. 

With the vacation season in full 
swings our thoughts turn to the great 
out of doors, and esfiecially is this 
true in Michigan for we are pro- 
claiming our State as the ’'Water 
WondeHand.” 

Two great projects are now in the 
making — i>m% the Straits of Macki- 
nac R ridge which will take five years 
to build, and the great St. Lawrence 
Seaway project which will mean the 
expansion of national and interna- 
tional trade when completed and most 
assuredly will alforrl a great deal of 
employment for all the trades.

Reviews Features of 
'Right-to-Work' Law 

L. l’. i:ui. NKW nilLKAN.s. I.A.- 

After weeks of turmoil in its journey 
throu^rh the legislature, the *'Ki|fht-to- 
Work" hill cleared ihv House by a 
58^1 vote. Several weeks earlier it 
passt^d the Senate 22-14, and Friday, 
July 2, 'I9ri4, Governor Robert Ken- 
non, signed the hill into law and H 
will 1^0 into effect July 28th, makini; 
Tjouminna the 17th sfatr with such a 
law. 

Here are thi^ main filatures of the 
‘ Ri^ht-to-Work" hill 

It Is the public policy of Louisiana 
that the ri^jht of ii person or persons 
to work shall not Im- denied or 
abridRX^d on account of memherahip 
or non-memliership in any labor 
union, or lalior orMranization. 

Existinj' contracts whicli inclmle 
union shotv clauses shall not he 
abrklg'cdp but the act aha 11 afipiy to 
all new emit rads afti'r the taw la ef- 
fective ami to all renewals or ex ten* 
sions of exifitina' contracts after the 
law i^oea i nto i- fleet * 

The act does not deny or pi'ohlhit 
collective bar larai nine: between unimia 
and employers. 

Any person who is denied employ- 
ment or de[>rived of cont in nation of 
employment in vinJation of this act 
can sue for damaires. 

Any employer, pel ion, nr union in- 
jured as a result of any violation of 
the act or threatened violation of the 
act is entitled to injunctive relief* 

Pi-esident FL IL “Li ire" Williams, of 
the State FVderation of LalM>r fAFLJ 
and chainnan of the Ivxf*cutivc Com- 
mittee, of United l.alxii nrirnni^a- 
tions, a joint lalmr ijroup formed to 
combat the bill, issued a statement 
that it w*as accef»tinj^ I he taw "in 
spite of its rest ricti%’e provisions" as 
expressinif the will of the majority. 

Therefore, we, ori^a nixed lalitn- 
must live with it until the time when, 
throuirh due process, it cun he re- 
f/eaied and one of the most important 


methods is to have our people reifis- 
ter as voters — and to elect friends of 
lalxir and defeat our enemies* 

Tci the many Senators and Repre- 
sentatives of the state who foupht so 
^'atlantly airainst the hill, w^e, of or- 
l^anized labor will not foriret you for 
reelection, and sincerely thank you 
for your cooperation and untjrini^ eL 
foils.

Our 
committee was very favorably im- 
pix‘RS4'd by the address of BiH Oamon, 
Director of National Joint Appren- 
ticeship and Traininfr rofninittee for 
the Electrical liKlustty, Sevi-ral 
speakers, including' \V. A. Snow of 
the Associateil General Contraetora 
of America went on record as recom- 
mending the practice of making the 
induHtry finance the administration 
costs of the training [ii’ogrum. Some 
local unions are ali’eady preiMu ing to

At the tinscnt 
time, ou!' committee Is able jo look 
foi'wni'd to ihf^ establish me Ml of diiHS- 
I'S in welding, cnblt? splicing and 3ro 
dust rial tdectronics. 

It was not always so, A few- years 
ago iM-fore we joirieii forces with L. U, 
4r>d, oui- lx>ys cftniplaini^d that they 
were not getting the tyra* of instruc- 
tion they needed, such ns pipe Iwiui- 
ing and National Electric Coile ex- 
planations, Sitting in classes with 
telephone workers, T.V, and radio re- 
painnen, class instructors stressed 
mathdnatie.s and theory to such ;in 
exUuit that our hoys fell they were 
being neglected. With the coopera tiim 
of Fred Poi'gtrs, County ,\pprentice- 
shiji Training Coordinator, alt this 
has been changed. Known as the 
Building Trades Electrical Classes, 
the combined apprentices *jf V, 
3oS and L, U. irid are big enough 
to 4|uallfy for specialized grouii in 
.■struct ion. Meanwhile cour.ses corre- 
lated to the needs of om- craft’s 
Jurisdictional claims are assured hy 
an industry-wide influenct' at the 
county level calculated to dissnlve of- 
ficial smigs in the erhiciit hmnl set u|n 
The hoys are getting downHo-enrth 
t ruining in theii' own language. .Aiul 
they like it. Now that tlo'y have class- 
es made to order, the ofheei'S expect 
the Imivs to cfHiperate. With authority 
from our executive l>r»urd to “throw 
the Ixiok” at any apprentice wlmskipi.s 
classe.s or fails to apidy hirnsedf, our 
committee is in a sti*rn morM), Let 
the local hookey-playing iipp rent ices 
hewn re ? 

In tlu! old days every journeyman 
considi'rcd it part of his job to helpi 
indoctrinate the young lad just i-nler- 
ing the trade. At times this indoc- 
tn nation was a hit rough hut the 
l»oy giMie rally grew* up to respect 
union ctisciptinc and iH^cume adept in 
the skill of our caft. These men ma«le 
the conditions we now enjoy* An un- 
fortunate asjiect of our jiresenf Aje 
prenticeship Training Program is the 
indiiTcrence of the avenigi- jouniey- 
man to Iho new recruit. The rutherly 
spirit of the old jmmuymuM seems

Uur modern apiprentice must l>e 
over 18 years of age and a reasonably 
steady workei-. He must spend t\vo 
nights a we(-k in Vocational School 
during the* full and winter months for 
four years and after appiroximatidy 
T2U schfwil houi's must pass two exam- 
inations. one by the Joint A i»pr€uit ice- 
ship rommilUM* and the other by <mr 
local union Examining Board. As hr 
f>roceeds in his training, a record of 
bis progress is kept on file at the re- 
gional oftin* of the Bureau of .Appien- 
ticeshj]j Training for this district, in 
Camden t New Jersey, Ujinn his grad- 
uation, he IS gmnU'd a cortilieute of 
coni] did loM of u|ifN'entioeship, isaiiod 
by the same Ferleral Bureau. Finally 
his name is added to the list of regis- 
tered gradtmle electiicians on record 
at the regional ofTice, At our meet- 
ing on July 7, seven young men weiT 
initiated ns first yi'ar apprentices tn 
our local union.

— Our city has a potmlation of about 
rj3,ooo tieojile and approximately 24 
electrical cord riictors. Local rnion 
42d is a mlxeil local, having a mem^ 
liership of aliont 2'iiL Early in 11)53 
we asked the eontmetors for an in- 
crease in pay of 15 cents an hour, 
paid vacations and an insurance plan. 
After an endless number of meetings 
between our Negotiating Committee 
and the contimdors, we were refused 
all rouuests. We then sent our busi- 
ness agent to Wa,shingtoii, F>. C., who 
]i resented our case to the Council on 
Industrial Relations, This hoard 
granted the 15 cents increase, luit 
refused us the [mid viication and hos- 
[littil plan. On ie|iorting the Imard's 
findings back to the contractors, they 
stated they did not feel that we had 
any contract, and we might as well 
tear it up and start making up a 
new one. 

On May 1, 1fir»3, we riiil not report 
for work, and some of the contrac- 
tors, whom we call unfair, advertlsr^d 
for men. Of course, this brought in 
a number of non-union elect ncians. 
^y^i then [Hit out [dekets, which 
sloweii up some johs, and gaincMl us 
recognition and our 15 cents increase 
on the largest joh then under con- 
struct ion, namely, a newspaper print- 
ing plant. 


We ffually got nil the contractors 
signed up granting the wage increase 
by agreeing to furnish union men to 
those cmitnietors uBing scabs, with 
the undorstundiiig we would not work 
on the same jobs with them, and 
that they, the contractors, would get 
rid of the .strike-breakers as soon as 
|KJ«sible. 

[,ocal Union 42fi, being affiliated 
with the Building Trades Council 
hopes tlie sitiiatioiT will clear up by 
fall Our con t met now runs from 
May I, HU, 4 lo Miiy I, 11155, As we 
have juidsdiction of the Missouri 
River Pmjtx!t, and due to the fact 
that about half of the contractors in 
(own were loyal to us, practically all 
of our momlM‘rs were busy through 
this disagreement.

Since 
its inception the schedule has forbade 
overtime except in cases of emer- 
jtency, ajrd only by leave of the if roup 
of local men appainted tiy the (>ii- 
turio minister nf labor to administer 
it. There were some who questioned 
the wisdom nf this, Eperylnxly likes 
ovt!riinu% conflefpieittly Sfime rare 
emei’ijencies cropped Up, Practically 
everyboiiy had a condition of emer- 
jjency of u sort. Permission to w*ork 
was Kiven freely over the telephone 
by the harasw^l committei*, Noliwly 
liothert wiih permission to work over- 
time anymore. Thus the law’ which 
w'as to Iw the di^atb blow to the scab 
contractors who undet'SidJ our union 
shops was flouted ami lendeied in- 
efTectiial by our&^lves. The import- 
ant function of the schedule wus to 


enJorce the mi in mum hourly wage 
and jotirnepnaii-helper ratio. We 
caimol prosecute thi>sc contractors 
who arc repeatedly break hi this 
most imtiortanl clause, while wi* are 
rejHiaicdly brcakiii(f !he overtime 
clause. To me. the answer is simple. 
The union and its employios should 
ajipeal to the Minister of Laboi* to 
eliminate the clause wliicli forbids 
ovi‘rtime work (always provideil that 
such work be at the rale of <l(nilile- 
time), revise the rate to the latest 
unirm rate of pay, ami thioi in 
thert? and ci’aek t he finders of I hose 
^cab contractors who are Kettinii 
bi^ifcr jr>bs every week wdlb cheap 
liilwjr riitht utuler our colleeU^e noses. 

While the forcjtoini: is certanily not 
to our ej’editj we do have some 
accomplishnienlH to record. Some 
months aiTo wi‘ c^impleted arrange- 
metits with the Ontario hejiailment 
of l^alior to ind^mture our own ap- 
pienHces, Rivither Jack Me Led Ian was 
our first man. 

Recently we kicked off with an aiii- 
bitiouB plan of instruction for all our 
potential apprentices. Those selectinl 
will be recfuired to attend niaht school 
next winter* They will also he re- 


quiveti to j?et on the hall and study.

Deplores Inaction 
Despite Unemployment 

L. IJ, 36H, MONTH EAL, (H’E.-Tho 

continued inaction of our ^fO%x'rnmentfi 
in the face of increasing unemploy- 
ment is causing deep concern in the 
lanks of RiImh*. The Federal Govern- 
ment seems ti> have adopted a wait- 
and-S€?e attitude^ but it must la? urged 
to take action in view of the lack of 
any indication that any improvement 
has occurred in the past few months. 

This local union, at its last month- 
ty meeting, took unprecedented steps 
by adoption of a resolution from its 
executive that we send a letter of 
protest to our Prime Minister of 
Canada, with copies to the leaders 
of the o|)poaition, urging them to do 
something now to curb the ever- 
increasing unemployment throughout 
the whole of our Dominion. This 
resolution had already been adopted 
by the Montreal Trades and l.alior 
Council, and it will also be referred 
to the Tracies and Labor Congress of 
Canada Convention in Regina, Sas- 
ic utchrw an this coming full for fm- 
ther action , 


This convention will lie doubly im- 
portant to us fi'om Qucl>er this year, 
due to the fact that Brother Claude 
Jodoin, president of the Montreal 
Trades and l.abor Council will be a 
eundidati* for the presidejicy of the 
Congress. This local union has dele- 
gated Brother W, Chart iiu% business 
manager, to represent otir local union 
at this coiiventicm. 

Our local union also iiclegate<l six 
members to represent Local 5(>8 at 
the forthcoming 2rith IBKW ('Conven- 
tion in Chicago. They are the follow- 
ing: nrotlKM’s Alzee Baslien ( presi- 
denU, Wilfrid Charlier (business 
manager), John Gomlby (hlxecutivc 
Board member), Luclen Sigouin (Ex- 
ecutive Board member), Hugh La- 
fleur (Recording Secretary), and 
Henri liosse (Exec.

While at Washington, our commit- 
tee heard of the unfortunate explo- 
sion on the USS Bennington. The 
committee's prompt action helped as- 
sure that the Bennington repair work 
fo to our yaril and that the previously 
scheduled "canted dt'ck” job on that 
ship he moved ahead so as to help 
our people be kept busy. In adiltlion, 
the Work Committee has been re- 
sponsible for 4,900 additiana! man 
days of work for New York, including 
switchboard work, installntion and 
modification in the Mat'l Lab and 
some 53 other jobs. 

Regarding the Bennington disaster, 
I am proud to quote the June eleventh 
issue of the S/if/ncorAw, the official 
publication of the New York Naval 
Shipyard: “In a mass demonstration 
of ‘man's humanity to man,' over 7hf> 
shipyardei’s have volunteered so far 
to donate blood to replace lhal usetl 
for the injured crew members of the 
USS BENNINGTON.*** Wliat makes 
all this so gratifying is that the re- 
sponse has been entirely spontaneous. 
NO appeals for blood were made 
either by the shipyard or the Real 
Cross. X majority of shipyards rs, 
however, feel a special ki tush ip with 
the BENNINGTON and its crew. Be- 
sides the fact that the carrier was 
built here, she also undenvent con- 
%'ersion in the shipyard and only a 
year ago was here for repo in*. Many 
of the CVA-20's sailors and officers 
are well-known to the men who have 
worked on the ship.*** The day after 
disaster struck, about 80 employees 
reported to the Red Cross Blood Cen- 
ter to make their donations. Since 
then, without benefit of fanfare, and 
with only a sincere desire to help, 
shipyarders have been volunteering 
in ever-increasing numbers. When 
the final tabulation is made, the figuri- 
may well exceed 750. Credit for the 
initial offer goes to employe members 
of the Metal Trades Council's various 
locals ’who started the ball rolling. 
They are to be commended for the 


palti^rn they set for the entire ship- 
yard." 

Our local Is one of these Metal 
Trades Council's locals and our elec- 
tricians are among the blood donors.

‘"Upon appointment of committees, 
Brother J, F. Schilt was apj>ointe<I 
Chairman of the International Secrc- 
tm-y’s Report, In this i'epoit, the 
Inleniational Secretary recommended 
an increase in revenue to injn the 
•loPHN iL, on accouni of ihe increase 
in the cost of pajier stocks. The com- 
mittee recommended that instead of 
Incri^asing the cost of the .Toi knal* 
that its size shouiti Ik? cut down. Thi.s 
could be done wUhoui interfering 
with the usefulness of the JotrJENAb, 
by cutting down long-winded lettei-s 
discussing neighborhood gossip, and 
also cutting all death notices except 
for members of the International 
Brotherhood 

**The International Secretary re- 
port eii that the number of labels use<l 
in the past t%vo years has been double 
Uiat (if the past fciur years. The com- 
mittee stated in their report that al- 
though the increase in the use of the 
labtd sliowed gocKl progress, yet, in 
their opinion, the demand for the 
label was not near what it should he, 
and urged that the delegates, upon 
their return to their respective hKials, 
would insist that the union labtd l)e 
on all electrical apparatus they in- 
stall, 

‘"At this time, will report that the 
the resolution put into the Convention

Urge RR Unions to 
Reject Board’s Findings 

L. IT. H17. NEW VnUK, N. V.— The 

Hxecuti%^e Board of TahuiI Union 817, 
IBEW, largest elect ricnl organization 
on the nation’s rails, determined this 
week to voice its oppoHitioii to the 
h^act Finding Board’s leport, issued 
mi May Ifith. They ui^gerl I ha I Rail 
Rtuul tiniong reject the Bemrd’s “pack- 
age’' as a camituflaged nttuck on their 
working condi lions and basic seniority 
rights* being veiled behind some mi- 
nor ccmcessions. It was fell that these 
concessions* which in no way satisfied 
the requirements of Rail Road work- 
ers, were no compensulion for the 
toehold granted the carriers towards 
complete destruction of the einploye.s’ 
job right.H. 

'fhe vacation allowance HUggested 
by the Bfirmi left Intact the glaring 
injustice of hut one week’s vacation 
for ;m employe until he has com- 
pleted hia si.xLh year of employment, 
and but two weeks through the first 
15 years. The basic improvement de- 
sired was ignored and the mere ap- 
pearance given of a concession. 

Similarly, the “paid holidays” did 
not iUi Justice to the man who must 
work on the lioliday, whos<» lot re- 
mains the same in their ofTenug. Here 
again a mi nor concession, without 


carrying it out to its logical am! nec- 
essary conclusUni. 

The health and welfare plan ig- 
nored ilemnnds for insurance, accident 
protection and ;Vnai7j/ protection. Yet 
in the face of these superficial conces- 
sions, they would allow rules changes 
that could thi'ovv ua back more than 
'M\ yeara. 

Allowing the carriers to utilize fur- 
loughed men as extra men and allow- 
ing them to use mechanics of one 
craft to do the work of another, even 
under “limited circumstances” could 
CT'eate chaos on the rails. This is the 
carriers' chief method of “job consoli- 
dation*" — layoffs — u method of cut- 
ting employment that leads to infer ioi 
work, a higher accident rate lo pub- 
lic and employes, ami ultimately, la- 
bor umest. 'rhe Hrrmer rule change 
could be used to place the majority 
of non-opH on the hated “shape-up” 
system, \vreck ing job and craft rights 
and making a steady day's pay a 
thing of the past. Rail Road men can- 
not countenance any conceasions of 
this sort which would only add to the 
iial ion's growing unemployment rolls* 
contribute to weakening the United 
States economy and wi-eck the labor 
movement on the rails. 

Local Union 817 urges rejection of 
this “dear’ and a straightforwanl 
coHecUvo bargaining procedure be- 
tw('en the railroads and the unions, 
without tile hindrance of Government 
Intervention. A year of useless dick- 
ering has already elapsed. Meanwhile 
the carriera have profited for another 
year at the expense of the workers 
who are lied to the outmoded condi- 
tions r>r the old contract. We urge 
therefore eomplete retroactivity to 
May HlaH, iio that the companies take 
the consef|uences of their own stall- 
ing tactics. 

Rail Road workers have long suf- 
fered fi'oiu backward conditions* 
which have an adverse effort on all 
segnumts of llit^ public. As the F. 
of L. Executive Council recently 
pointed out, u brake on the current 
downw'ard trend in employment and 
husines.4 depends on higher wages and 
better working conditions for the la- 
httring people of .America, Here is 
the real market for the abundance of 
which the American economy is capa- 
ble. To narrow that market by stiff - 
ing the work(U‘s’ demands is to invite 
disastet'. 

The Presidcnl’B board did the na- 
tion a disservice by worrying at 
length about company profits* which 
are none of its husinesi:* and refusing 
the fundamentals of the Rail Hoad 
workers demands. Consequently w'e 
feel it is in the best interests of the 
whole American people to support the 
needs of United States railroad work- 
ers, now four long years without any 
improvement in conditions and no ap- 
preciable wage ri.se,

This consolidation effected unified ac- 
tion throughout our 10 units and cen- 
tralized the activities of our organi- 
zation. 

We are now reaping the fruit.s of 
this merger in that a great amount of 
duplication in administration has been 
eliminated, our strength and finances 
have gained appreciably, and we have 
made considerable progress in obtain- 
ing additional benefits for our mem- 
bei-s. 

.At present we are preparing for 
11 e got j at ions with the various compa- 
nies under agreement and as time 
progresses more information on this 
subject will be reported. 

From time to time, we receive re- 
quests from our Brothers across the 
sea, asking for information in regard 
to job opportunities and the overall 
employment situation in Hawaii. 

Latest reports show that unemploy- 
ment in Hawaii is on the increase. 
This conforms to the national trend. 
In a recent article in one of our daily 
news pa pers ( H o! u In St a.r-B idietin), 
it was reported that there are 12,790 
persons unemployed in the Territory 
at present. Three-fourths of them are 
on the island of Oahu. The nation- 
wide unemployment average is less 
than five percent of the work force. 
Yet, the Territory as a whole has G.5 
percent of its workers jobless and is 
classed among 30 Federal areas of 
substantial labor' surplus. Mor^e than 
half of the unemployed are under 34 
years of age, three-fourths are men, 
and the largest group, fully one-third, 
are skilled and semi-skilled workers. 

There is no question that unem- 
ployment is up and most obsen’ers 
see nothing in the economic horizon 
to change it for the next six or 12 
months. Mr. E. Leigh Stevens, di- 
rector of the Territorial Employment 
Seiwice stated that unemployment 
should reach about 14,500 persons by 
October. 

At this point, the reader no doubt 
is wondering what factors brought 
about this increase in unemployment 
and what steps are being taken by 
labor organizations and officials of 
Government in trying to curb this se- 
rious problem. 

Well, unemployment can be traced 
to various reasons: such as, numerous 
layoffs of constmetion workers from 
defense related projects, continued 
cutbacks in Federal employment, and 
layoffs in constmetion, wholesale-re- 
tail trade and .service industries. An 
additional factor is the great number 
of students who have completed theii' 
schooling and are now available for 
employment. 

Delegates from the Central Labor 
Council of Honolulu, A. F. of L.^ rep- 
resenting labor on the Governor's Ad- 
visory Council on Employment Secu- 
rity have been working on this prob- 
lem for quite sometime. In fact, they 
have submitted 14 proposals which 
would alleviate this situation consid- 
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eiably, if iicteil upan, Theut? mpre- 
BnnlutiveH pointed out that iherv ar<* 
iriany public workw projects for which 
money has hi'cn set ushle uml work 
could have Ik-’Cii started several 
months Ufjo. However, to date, no ac- 
tion has bt'cn taken by those respon- 
si hie in Go ventment. The Om nei] also 
has submitlf^d lettera to the ihesidi-nt 
of the A, F. of L. lecjuesling mippurt 
of that body. However, what is netnl- 
ed is less talk ami inon* act ion. We 
think that it is about time Lhat lead- 
ers of grovernmeat in Hawaii take the 
necessaiy steps to control this serious 
problem. 

Recently, Hawaii lost two distin- 
guished citizens: Mr, Joseph U. Far- 
ring^tfJii, Hawnii^s Dideuate to Con- 
;,n’C‘ss for many years, anti Mr. Arnold 
L. Weills, the Natioiml Labor Kelations 
Board tibier. 

Hfinorable Joseph R. Fun'lngtoii 
tiied of a heart attack in his ofBce in 
Wash! Off bm, Tt. C. Mr. Farrinitton 
was a champion of statidToorl for Ha- 
waii and for many yeara he made ibis 
issue bis primary objective. Through- 
out these islands and thr? mainland, 
people in all walks of life have spoken 
in praise of Joseph R, Farrington, 
His rolleaj?ues in the Coninvss of the 
United States, the Kx ecu live and Ju- 
dicial Branches of the (lovernment, 
and even the President himseif, had 
high rcfrard for the man and hia work- 
His conduci of the olhce of delegate 
Ieavp.s a record that will last so looa 
as free fjoveniment exists. It is un- 
fortunaie that Mr. Fnrrim^lim was 
unable to realize the fuBVllmeni of 
his dn^am^ — Statehfmd for Hawaii.
